Further reports of the epidemic outbreak of influenza on the 
island of Reunion, Indian Ocean, indicate that the localities most 
affected were the towns of St. Paul, Pointe des Galets, and St. Denis. 
On April 18, 54 deaths were notified at St. Denis, and on April 20, 
65 deaths, the average number of deaths for St. Denis being stated 
to be about 5 daily. (Population in 1902, 27,392.)
